THE GERMAN-ARWY, - 

The Bill for the Reorganisation of the 
Fourth Battalions of the Regimenta in the 
German Army, which was laid before tho 
Reichstag on May.8, proposes that the Ger- 
mat inisotry, inoluding the Jager, or Chas- 
aeurs, shall consiet of $24 fourth battalions, 
instead, aa at prosent, of 588 full and 173 
holf battalions, Each two halk battalions, 
sre to be united te form one battalion of 500 
men. By this redistribution each regiment 
will be reduced to its old strength of three 
battalions, and och army corps will get two 
new. rogimenta, cach of two battalions, A 
certain aum will be demanded. by the War 
Office for this purpose once the Bill is passed. 
The amount will probably ~be near) 
8,000,000 marks, of which nearly 6,060,000 
toorks will have to be contributed by Prus- 
sia, The permanent addition ta the War 
Budget will, however, it issnid, only amount 
to abont 600,000 merks a year, of which 
total Prassia will have to raise about three- 
fourths, 


LONGEVITY OF ANIMALS, 
On this subject the Journal 2’ Hygiene 
(Paris) printa an intoresting article, part of 
which we translate below : 


‘Man lives to ell ages, but in the animal 
kingdom, on the contrary, tho duration of 
life in almost exactly equal for ofl individ- 
uale of the same species, But we ean know 
with exactnoss the real duration of life only 
fur snimals in servitude; wo do not know 
whether it ia the aame in tha savaga state, 
Rabbits and guinea-pigs live 7 years; 
squirrels and hures,8; cats, 9 or 10; doga, 
1U or 12; foxes, 14 to 16; cattle, 15 to 14% 
hears and volves, 20; the rhincooros, 25 ; 
the asa and the borse, 25 to 30; the lion, 30 
to 40 (a lion in the London Zoologionl Gar- 


eamel, 40. Tha length of fife of the elephant 
is uncertain ; according to Aristotle, Buffon, 
and Cuvier, it lives two centurics; some 
authors soy even four or five, After his 
victory over Porus, Alexander consvoratad 
to the sun an elephunt that had fought for 
the Indian monarch, and gave it the name 
, o£ Ajax; then, havtog attachod an insorip. 
tion ta it, he set it at liberty ; the animal 
was foucd 350 years lator, The aocienta 
atiributed to the stag s fabulous length of 
life, but Aristotle obaorves that what is re 
ported on this subject has no good fonnda- 
tion, . . ‘Bufivn says that the atag 
tukes 5 or 6 years to attain full growth and 
should liva seven times this period, that is, 
35 or 40 years, . 

‘Though preciae observations are wanting, 
we know that fishes, especially tho large 
epcoica, live a very long time. According to 
Bacon, eels reach 60 years. Carps have bean 
known to live at least 160 years, and they 
‘then seemed to Buifon.as lively and agile aa 
ordinary carp. Dolphins, stargeons, and 
sharks livo more than a century and attain 
huge size, Pikes have been seen weighing 
1,000 pounds, which indicates a vory long 
existence. A pike caught at Erisors-Lau- 
tern in 1497 was 19 feet long aud weighed 
350 pounds ; it bore in ita gills a copper 
ring with an icsoription atating that it had 
been put in the pond of Lautera by order of 
tho "Emperor Frederick IL, that ie, 262 
years before, Whale-fishers have exter- 
mined the bage whales of the polar seas; 
those that were formerly mot with were of 
prodigious dimensions, It is.supposed, with 
some probability, that they live several can~ 
tures and that they may even raaoh an.age 
of 1,000 years, The lougevity of iish is at- 
tributed to the long duration of the develop- 
ment, Lo their low temperature, and to their 
feeble vitality. 

‘Oo the otber hand, we meet another 
class of animals whoeo passions are lively, 
1 whose vitality is very active, and who atill

SPIDERS THAT CATCH BIRDS, 


Mr W. J. Rainbow, an Australian na- 
turalist, gives the following description of 
the larye bird-entrapping spittrs of bis 
country, which we quote trom The Ameri- 
can Naturalist. ‘ Kepresentatives of. thie 
genus abound in tropical and subtropical 
regions, ‘Their wobs are composed of two 
kinds of silk : one yellow, oxcvedingly vis- 
cid und elastic, the other whito, dry, and 
somewhat brittle, The lattor is used for 
the framework of the web, the guys, and 
radii, and the former for the concentric 
rings. Those sources are at varying heights, 
sometimes within reach, again:10 to 12 feet 
from the ground, but always in a position 
expused to the rays of the aun. ‘I'he dia- 
mater ia also variable, from 3 fact upward.

China, for tranamission to 
the United Kingdom by P. & O.‘Packet 
xd Gibralter... No parcel is sent with the 
Overland Mail vil Brindisi. Parcels there- 
foro arrive in London about eight days later 
than the Mail. Parcols may bo sealed, but 


any parcel, even though sealed, is liable to Toni 


be oponed for examitiation. 

Parcels must be posted in Hongkong 
before 3 p,m, on tho-day before the depar- 
ture of the Mail.. Thoso arriving from'the 
Coast, &c., after this hour are kept for the 
following P, & O, Mail: es 

The Postage is 40 cents per ib., and 26 
cents each succeeding fd or fraction of a ib. 
which includes Regisiration fee, and must 
be prepaid in stamps. No further charge is 
made in the United Kingdom except for 
Customs dues. No parcel must be more
